Democrats opposed this and asked 
for an 11 per cent rate and then an 
11144 per cent figure, but both proposals 
were rejected on strict party divisions. 
11 to 9, with Republicans voting solidly 
acainst both. 

Under the $300,000,000 program agreed 
to at the minority conference late yes- 
terday, the Democrats would indorse 
the 11 per cent corporation tax, re- 
peal the 3 per cent automobile levy 
revise the rates on intermediate sur- 
taxes and increase the exemptions on 
the admissions tax. 


Hearings to Be Held, 


The administration strongly opposes 
repeal of th> automobile tax which was 
voted by the House, Secretary Mellon 
insisting this is demanded largely by 
the manufacturers. 

The Democrats also decided to ask 
for brief hearings of the committge in 
order to permit the automobile manu- 
facturers to present their case and to 
give the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States an opportunity to snswer 
Mr. Mellon. 

The Democratic position assures a 
warm fight on the revenue measure. 
They are outvoted, 11 to 9, in com- 
mittee and Republicans are expected to 
stand behind the Treasury there. A 
floor fight is now certain, and how 
many votes the Jemocrats can pick 
up there is problematical. 

A slight shifting of Republicans 
would give Senator Simmons a ma- 
jority, but Republican Independents 
have announced themselves against any 
tax cut, and little support from that 
quarter is expected ty the minority.

Urged at Gibson Hearing 


Committee Chairman Proposes Change Based on 
Weight of Car, in Lieu of $1 Rate. ‘Would Replace 
Property Tax. Other License Increases Suggested. 


Abolition of the present $1 automobile 
registration fee in the District and the 
substitution of a fee based on the 
weight of the automobile and large 
enough to enable the abolishment of 
the personal property tax on automo- 
biles was forecast at a hearing of the 
Gibson subcommittee investigating the 
District government held last night in 
the House caucus room.

It is believed the huntress’ attorney, 
State Senator Elmér F. Quinn, took 
drastic action to free Mrs. Wilson after 
a fight to win her liberty today which 
left her in a highly nervous condition.

House Lump-Sum Clause 
Beaten on Roll Call 
by 46-to-20 Vote. 


$1,092,000 INCREASE 
IN ITEMS APPROVED 


Hearing to Be Held Before 
Conference on Control of 
Child Prisoners. 


The Senate passed the 1929 District 
appropriation bill yesterday, after ap- 
proving the 60-40 provision by 46 to 20 
on a roll-call vote. The bill now goes 
to conference, and a bitter fight be- 
tween the Senate and House conferees 
is foreseen. If history is repeated, 
there will be a deadlock that may not 
be broken until the very end of the 
session. 

In passing the bill yesterday the 
Senate approved all the changes and 
increases recommended by the Senate 
appropriations committee. The in- 


Yhcreases sent the total of the bill to -. 
$38,151,428, which is $1,092,000 more 


than the bill carried when it passed 
the House, 

The provision transferring control 
of child prisoners under 17 years of 
age from the Woman’s Bureau of the 
Police Department to the Board of 
Public Welfare and appropriating $25,- 
000 for a new receiving home for these 
children was approved, but Senator 
Phipps (Republican), of Colorado, an- 
nounced that a hearing on the ques- 
tion would be held before the bill goes 
to conference. 

Federal Ratio to Stir Fight. 

The 60-40 provision, which requires 
\the Federal Government to pay 40 per 
| cent of the appropriation, leaving 60 
per cent as the District Government’s 


\share, was the only one that caused 


an extended controversy. And it is this 
provision that will cause most of the 
trouble when the bill goes to confers 
ence. The House bill only required the 
Federal Government to pay a lump sum 
of $9,000,000, which is less than 25 per 
cent of the total. 

The assault on che 60-40 provision 
yesterday was led by Senator King 
(Democrat), of Utah, and Senator 
Caraway (Democrat), of Arkansas. The 
provision was iefended by Senator 
Phipps, Senator Glass (Democrat), of 
Virginia, and Senatur Copeland (Demo- 
crat), of New York After Vice Presi- 
dent Lawes had overtuled King’s point 
of order to strike the provision out, the 
roll call vote was taken.

Walter Link, an airship inventor, of this 
city. 

The subcommittee was told by Covell 
and Smythe that it would cost $1,004,- 
000 to fill in Gravelly Point over a five- 
year period, and that the Benning site 
would cost $318,000. 

Gasque, in outlining the advantages 
of Benning pointed out that it was 
cheaper than Gravelly Point, and could 
be converted into an airport in less 
time than the river site. Washington, 
he said, could not afford to wait too 
long, and he suggested that an airport 
be established at Benning immediately, 
with the understanding that Gravelly 
Point was to be used later on. If that 
were done, he said, the District could 
sell the Benning site at a profit. 

Maj. Covell and Smythe opposed the 
Benning site on the ground that it was 
too small and that it was surrounded 
by power-plant chimneys that would 
prove dangerous to flying. 

They also predicted that thé citizens 
of Benning would eventually complain 
at the roar of the aerial traffic. Covell 
also stated that the Commissioners 
would not be willing to spend $500,000 
or $600,000 for an airport at that place. 

Listing the advantages of Gravelly 
Point, Covell, Smythe and Hinton said 
that they favored it, because, being at 
the fork of the Potomac and the Ana- 
costia Rivers, it would be easy to see 
from the air; it 1s within ten minutes’ 
drive of the heart of Washington; it 
can be enlarged almost indefinitely; it 
would have good seaplane facilities, 
and because it could be reached by 
crossing the Highway Bridge or by way 
of the proposed Mount Vernon boule- 
vard. 

Maj. Covell said that the longer it 

took to fill in Gravelly Point, the less 
it would cost, and he explained that 
over a long period it would “build 
itself.” It is proposed, he said, to 
reclaim the strip by dumping ashes 
and refuse there. 
. He related the history of the airport 
movement here, recalling how it was 
given impetus by the return of Lind- 
bergh from Paris. On top of that, he 
said, the Postoffice Department served 
warning that unless Washington pro- 
vided a landing field, the New York- 
Atlanta air mail line would not stop 
here, but would have a terminal at 
Baltimore, 

Finally, Covell explained, the War 
Department agreed to let the city have 
Bolling Field for an air mail port, 
with the understanding that Congress 
would take some steps toward estab- 
lishing a permanent airport here by 
March 4 next. : N

building, testified that the span of the 
joists where the collapse occurred was 
shorter than in other places, and held 
the building should have been strongest 
at this point. He said that Robert M. 
Boyer, his superintendent, had _ in- 
the walls and ceiling of the 
floor an hour before the crash and 
found no weakness 
Some time before the collapse his 
foreman heard a crack and immediately 
notified workmen, Tompkins said. This 
action, he said, probably saved the lives 
of other of the workers.

OF PASSOVER RITES 


Each Drinks 4 Glasses of 
Wine: Orthodox Celebration 
to Last 8 Days. 


Jews of Washington gathered in 
their homes at sundown lagt night and 
began observance of the Feast of the 
Passover by reciting the story of the 
flight of their ancestors from Egypt. 
Every member of a Jewish family was 
supposed to drink four glasses of wine 
to celebrate the four types of eman- 
cipation of Israel—bodily, spirtually, 
economically and politically.

PRICES DOWN SHARPLY 
AT LONDON AND IN U. S. 


Benefit to World Trade Seen 
by Dr. Klein in Dropping 
of Barrier. 


London, April 4 (AP.)—The Ste- 
venson rubber restriction scheme, un- 
der which the proportion of rubber 
permitted to be exported from British 
Malaya and Ceylon at a minimum rate 
of duty varied with the price of crude 
rubber, will come to an end on No- 
vember 1, 1928. 

Making an eagerly-awaited speech in 
the house of commons today, Premier 
Baldwin announced that all restric- 
tions on the export of rubber would be 
removed on that date. Meanwhile the 
existing restriction scheme will be con- 
tinued unaltered. 


The premier’s announcement fell like 
a bombshell on the rubber exchange in 
Mincing Lane, which experienced the 
most excited afternoon in many years. 

Prices fell sharply on the heels of the 
government’s announcement, but closed 
steadily after only fair business. Prices 
fell as low as 10 pence, and finally closed 
as 1014, representing a loBs of almost 3 
pence.. Rubber shares also fell heavily 
in sympathy, several leading issues los- 
ing as much as from 3 to 6 points a 
share. 


Drop on New York Exchange. 


New York, April 4 (A.P.).—Crude 
Tubber prices dropped to 21 cents a 
pound, the lowest since August, 1924, 
in frenzied trading on the New York 
Rubber Exchange today. 

Announcement in Parliament by 
Premier Baldwin that rubber export 
restrictions under the Stevenson act 
would be removed November 1 ap- 
parently took the trade by surprise, and 
the subsequent rush to sell by both 
domestic and foreign interests forced 
prices down about 614 cents a pound. 
More than $5,000,000 worth of rubber 
changed hands. 

All records for volume of business in 
one hour and in one day on the rub- 
ber exchange were broken. During the 
first hour 3,597!44, long tons of rubber 
changed hands, breaking the March 
19 record of 2,715 tons. ‘Total transac- 
tions for the day aggregated 8,985 tons, 
as compared with 7,050 tons on 
March 19.

Senator Glass said that the lump 
sum plan was “inuvefensible,” adding 
that whether or not 40 per cent was a 
fair share for the Federal Government 
to pay, the appropriation § certainly 
should be borne on a_ proportional 
basis.

Senator Copeland, speaking in favor 
of the 60-40 provision, said that Con- 
gress should be genercus so that Wash- 
ington could be made a model city, 
with model schools, model streets and 
model buildings—a city of which all 
Americans might be proud. 

Senator Blaine, opposing the 60-40 
plan, said that this plan would double 
the amount that. the taxpayers in the 
States would have tc pay toward the 
expenses of the District. He then cited 
statistics to show that the tax rate 
here is much lower than in many other 
cities. 

Senator Blease, another opponent of 
the plan, criticized the District Com- 
missioners for not giving more atten- 
tion to the outly:ne sections of the 
city.

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BRITAIN REJECTS STAND 
OF EGYPT UN CONTROL 


To Insist on Discharging Its 
Responsibilities, Reply to 
Cairo States. 


WILL DEFEND COUNTRY 


London, April 4 (A.P.).-——The British 
government, tonight reiterated its de- 
termination to insist on the discharge 
of its responsibilities in Egypt under 
the declaration of 1922, since the 
Egyptian government has rejected the 
treaty negotiated by Sir Austen Cham- 


berlain, British foreign secretary, and 
the former Egyptian premicr, Sarwat 
Pasha, This determination is expressed 
in the British reply to the Egyptian 
premier’s note of March 30. 

Great Britain thus reserves the right 
to protect its communications in 
Egypt, defend Egypt against foreign 
aggression and care for the rights of 
foreign residents and minorities in that 
country. 

The note of the new Egyptian pre- 
mier, Nahaz Pasha, which also was made 
public, declares that the British mem- 
orandum of March 4 assumes an atti- 
tude unacceptable to Egypt, which, it 
adds, “can not without a complete 
change of character, give to an in- 
tervening state the right of control” 
over its own acts. 

The Egyptian government, says the 
note, can not admit the principle of 
intervention, which would be tanta- 
mount to its veritable abdication. The 
note furthermore declares that Egypt 
is fully ready to watch over the se- 
curity and tranquillity of British sub- 
jects and other foreigners in Egypt.

he said, and in many cases persons in 
the same line of business are not taxed 
the same. A cigar dealer. he said, is 
required to pay an annual tax, but no 
tax is imposed upon the dealer in 
Cigarettes and tobacco other than 
cigars. A dealer in new clothing is not 
taxed, but a second-hand dealer 
pay his tax each year. 

The license’ superintendent also 
pointed out that the smallest moving- 
picture theater in town pays the same 
tax that the largest theater is assessed. 
He advocated rating the theaters by 
their seating capacity. 

Mr. Evans, of the Bureau of Effi- 
ciency, added that the local ball park 
pays but $20 a day while it costs $30 
each day for the necessary policing. Mr. 
Coombs said that at present there are 


eight theaters in Washington which he 
can not license because they have not 
been approved by the building in- 
spector’s office. He did not name them. 

Representative Gibson said that 
Washington taxes a greater number of 
businesses than any other city in the 
country. Most jurisdictions tax public 
amusement parks and such businesses 
as require municipal supervision, he 
said.

It was inevitable that the selection of 
Senator Simeon D. Fess to be the key- 
note speaker at the Republican national 
convention should cause a renewal of 
“draft Coolidge” speculation in politica! 
circles here yesterday. The senator has 
been the most persistent exponent of 
the idea, if not the original one, and it 
so happened that about the time he 
was being named at Kansas City, the 
Willis followers in Ohio at Fess’ re- 
ported suggestion, were adding the 
President to the list of men they would 
vote for if they can get to the conven- 
| tion, 
| Try as they might, local observers 
|could not think of any one more fitted 
ito the job of keynoting than Senator 
| Fess, yet it served as another chapter 
of the “On again, off again” story of 
'what the President has in mind. There 
iis a development at the White House, 
‘such as the recent letter to the Wyo- 
ming State convention, for instance, 
and the word is spread far and wide 
that the President has “definitely elim- 
inated” himself. 

Then the following day the observers 
begin to say “I don’t know so much about 
it.” It is all caused, of course, by the fact 
that the President has not said a single 
| word on the only question that has 

| been vital since he issued his first “I 
| do not choose” statement and that 
[question is whether he would accept 
ithe draft. He has seemed studiously 
| to avoid doing so. 

Fess Choice of Butler. 

| Senator Fess was the choice of Chair- 
man Butler, whose was really the first 
‘draft Coolidge voice, but who closed 
“up like a clam on receipt of telephone 
advice from Rapid City, and who since 
|has remained very silent but just as 
active, 

It 1s to be assumed that the first 
business of the convention will be to 
laud the President and his administra- 
tion. It is not on record that conven- 
tions ever do otherwise. And certainly 


Senator Fess will be at his best in this 
| laudatory effort. Senator Moses, of New 
| Hampshire, one of those under con- 


| sideration for the place, has been out 


Of step with the President on one or 
i two matters, but more important, he 
Is now actively identified with the 
Hoover movement. If there has ever 


j} been any disagreement between Sena- 
| tor Fess and the President it must have 
| been nothing more important than a‘ 
| Private pension bill and the Ohio sen- 
;ator is about as neutral a man as 


could be selected so far as the various 
candidates are ‘concerned. He its run- 
ning as a Willis delegate in Ohio, but 
the action of the Willis delegates 
Tuesday disclosed quite definitely that 
the only man they are against is Sec- 
retary Hoover. They are in favor of 
virtually everybody else. And in so far 
as Senator Fess is concerned he is not 
even against the Secretary of Com- 
merce. 

As a matter of fact, he actually fa- 
vors him. He made known yesterday 
that ne planned to withdraw from the 
Ohio fight in so far as any activity is 
concerned, but inactivity, for that mat- 
ter, has been his role heretofore. As 
to what he *will do with his vote at 
Kansas City if he has it, no one knows, 
not even, it is believed, Senator Fess 
himself. Circumstances made him agree 
to run as a Willis delegate in the first 
place, but now he is to be an entity 
in hinuiself. 

Representative Thonipson, of the 
senator’s State, said. in fact, that he 
is th) be the next President of the 
United States. 

Rascals Would Flee Before Him, 


“All the rascals, high and low, will 
fade before his presence,” Thompson 
said exuberantly. “They can not help 
but respect him. He would make an 
executive for the great Republic as 
wonderful and safe, as good and honest, 
as Mr. Coolidge.” 

Senator Gillett, of Massachusetts, also 
suggested for the temporary chairman- 
ship, is aligned with the Hoover move- 
ment, but not objectionably so from 
the viewpoint of the other candidates 
and is an ardent administration man, 
but he is not an orator. One of the few 
times he has said anything on the floor 
of the Senate was when Senator Heflin 
delivered himself of the fiery opinion 
that Gov.

So when it came to the process of 
elimination observers agreed that Sen- 
ator Fess was the logical selection, at 
least among those considered, but wary 
politicians observed that Mr. Butler 
seems still to be running things.

The thought here is that the great 
majority of them will express such a 
preference for Mr. Coolidge unless he 
says something between the present and 
then, and if he should, Secretary 
Hoover, it is believed, will get a moral 
victory out of it.

Maine Advises Al Smith. 


In Democratic circles considerable 
interest was attached to the resolution 
adopted by the Maine Democrats up- 
holding the eighteenth amendment 
and pledging support of all laws en- 
acted thereunder. A solid Smith dele- 
gation was named. It was as if the 
Maine contingent had sought to throw 
out a friendly suggestion to the gov- 
ernor that he not insist on the wet 
issue. Whether he will accept such 
advice against that of his more imme- 
diate advisers is a question uppermost 
in the minds of those who hope to see 
the Houston convention with at least 
a semblance of harmony. 

Little if any significance was at- 
tached to the Democratic primary in 
Wisconsin except that the governor 
added to his certain delegates by 26.

Ap- 
parently the governor had gathered in 
all the Democrats in the State of del- 
egate caliber and when Senators Reed 
and Walsh aroused themselves they 
had to take what was left. 

Returns are still inconclusive in the 
Republican primary in the State, but 
it seemed that Senators LaFollette and 
Blaine were having a hard time hold- 
ing on to the dynasty established by 
the former's father. 

Incidentally, Governor Smith now 
has 186 of the 288 Democratic dele- 
gates already selected.

BOSSED BY THE ENEMY. 

The campaign for Democratic delegates in 
California illustrates to what uses the presi- 
dential primary may be put. Registration fig- 
ures disclosed that already 146,000 more per- 
sons in Los Angeles and San Francisco have 
enrolled for the Democratic primary than was 
the case four years ago. A _ three-cornered 
fight is presented this year, but that of itself 
does not account for the increase, since a bits 
ter struggle was staged in 1920 between the 
McAdoo forces and their opponents. The 
explanation given in California, and there is 
no reason to doubt it here, is that many Re- 
publicans, lacking a contest in their own party, 
have registered as Democrats merely to have 
a hand in the primary. 

The California Antisaloon League boasts of 
its efforts to have Republicans enter the Demo- 
cratic primary, and says that dry Republicans 
and prohibitionists have been induced to 
register as Democrats in order to cast their 
votes against wet candidates on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. The rival party managers do 
not speak quite sO openly. Each accuses his 
rivals of seeking temporary converts to Denoc- 
racy. The supporters of the two wet cdndidates, 
Gov. Smith and Senator Reed, insist that the 
drys are seeking outside support, while the 
McAdoo lieutenants backing Senator Walsh 
insist that the wets are trying to pack the 
primary. 

The California statutes throw no obstacle 
in the way of such fleeting allegiance to one 
party or another as is now in progress. A 
voter need only make a simple declaration of 
his intention to change his party faith. No 
method exists for binding him to that declara- 
tion in the election. Under the system the 
primary loses any claim it may have as 
expression of party sentiment. It subjects it- 
self outright to machine tactics, and means 
that members of the opposing party may domi- 
nate in the selection of a candidate. The con- 
vention system ‘at its worst never failed to be 
an expression of party sentiment, It left 
Democrats and Republicans, respectively, in 
control of. their own affairs. The primary, 
under the California plan, is open to the world, 
and may force upon the rank and file of either 
party an absolutely distasteful candidate.

SENATOR FESS, TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN, 


Selection of a temporary chairman of a na- 
tional convention is generally invested with 
far more importance than circumstances war- 
rant. The triumph of William Jennings Bryan 
in that role has seemed to give it great poten- 
tiality, but men with the ability to sway a 
convention as Bryan did are not born often. 
And besides, he presided over Democrats. The 
ideal temporary chairman of a Republican na- 
tional convention is a man who has earned the 
place by virtue of party service and fidelity, 
and who is not too deeply involved in the 
candidacy of any one whose name is to come 
before the convention. 

Considering these qualifications, Senator 
Simeon D, Fess is entitled to temporary chair- 
manship of the Republican National Conven- 
tion. His effort to draft President Coolidge 
need not be taken seriously. The Ohio senator 
clung to the Chief Executive because he did 


not know where else to find safety in a 


At the 
Same time he has been a stanch supporter 
of the administration in the Senate. He 
hoped at one time to be the White House 
spokesman in the upper branch of Congress. 
He failed in that ambition, but he will be 
privileged now to be the valedictorian of the 
President he admires so intensely and has 
followed so devotedly. 

The task of the committee on arrangements 
this year was naturally aé_ difficult one. 
Charles E. Hughes, thoroughly qualified for 
the place in many ways, asked to be excused. 
Others who sought the honor and were other- 
wise satisfactory had committed themseives

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THE PARKER BILL. 


E.ght years have passed since the passage 
of the transportation act, which was designed 
to bring about consolidation of the railroads. 
In all that time only the ad interim provisions 
of the law have been put into practice. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission in attempt- 
ing to carry out the provisions of the act has 
never been able to apply the _final principles, 
due to the difficulties that “surrounded the 
initial steps. It has been apparent for sev- 
eral years that without additional legislation 
the consolidations which the transportation act 
sought to bring about, and which the Presi- 
dent has approved on several occasions since, 
could not be accomplished. 

Transportation interests, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and Congress have been 
engaged now for more than two years in a 
Study of legislation necessary to give full ef- 
fect to the transportation act. The result is 
the Parker bill, which has just been submitted 
to the House. The measure does not contain 
every demand made by the various parties that 
participated in its preparation, but in the 
main it should bring about consolidation along 
the lines proposed under the act of 1920. 

The Parker bill makes possible consolida- 
tions without publication of a. final plan of 
consolidation by the commission. The trans- 
portation act prevented the railroads from 
taking any action until the commission had 
drawn up a plan. The commission attempted 
to do this, but after making many efforts to 


do a satisfactory piece of work acknowledged - 


that it was unable to do so. Another feature 
of the Parker bill which should smooth the 


| way toward consolidation is that it does not 
limit capitalization to the sum fixed in the 
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not only fought the valuation. of the com- 
mission, but have insisted that they would 
not consolidate on the basis of such figures. 
Under the Parker bill it will be possible for 
the commission to permit of partial as well 
as complete consolidations, and the right of 
minority stockholders to hold up consolidations 
by unfair and unjust demands is limited, while 
their rights are protected. 

As matters stand now there can be no con- 
solidation unless legislative authority is ex- 
tended. All parties to the problem are agreed 
on that point. The disputants have joined in 
considering and framing the Parker bill. The 
views of the trunk railroads, the short lines, 
the shippers, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and. State rate bodies have been had. 
The measure is the fruit of their combined 
efforts and suggestions. It should permit of 
consolidations without “substantially lessen- 
ing competition.” Since that is the goal to- 
ward which all of the interested parties and 
the administration have been working, the 
Parker should be approved. 


LOWER POSTAL RATES. 


Without a record vote the House has passed 
the Griest bill providing for a general down- 
ward revision of postal rates. Under it the 
old i1-cent postal card would reappear, and 
newspapers would be transported at the 1921 
rate. Itis estimated that the Griest bill would 
reduce the revenues of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment by about $41,000,000. 

The Postoffice Department is not expected 
to be a money-making institution. Transpor- 
tation of mail is an expensive undertaking, 
vet so important has an efficient communica- 
tion system always been considered that Con- 
gress has created several free semifree 
seryjecs. The franking privilege accounts for 
a part of the annual deficit. The rural free 
delivery system accounts for another consid- 
erable portion. In the efforts that have been 
made to wipe out the postoffice deficit, there 
has been no attempt to do away with the free 
or semifree services. 

Increased postal rates came about as a war 
measure. So long as there was need for every 
penny’s worth of revenue the Government 
could raise, no complaint was heard regarding 
them. Since the war, however, there has been 
constant agitation for return to the old basis. 
It is to be hoped that the Senate will act 
favorably upon the measure, particularly in 
view of the fact that the lowered rates may 
draw sufficient additional patronage to offset 
largely the anticipated increased

BRITISH RUBBER MONOPOLY A FAILURE, 


Premier Baldwin has announced that on 
November 1 the British government will 
abandon its efforts to control rubber prices 
through restriction of exports. The immediate 
effect of the announcement was to demoralize 
the British rubber market, prices slumping 
from 2% pence to 10% pence for spot and 
May delivery, 

The Stevenson act, as the restriction project 
is known, has not been popular, Under it, if 
the price of rubber in London was under a 
certain figure, the exportable percentage of 
standing production for the ensuing quarter 
was to be reduced. If the price maintained a 
satisfactory level there was to be no change 
during the ensuing quarter, and if the price 
rose above a specified point, the exportable 
percentage was to be increased. Those spon- 
soring the plan believed that through it the 
price of rubber could be kept at a high level. 
In practice, however, it failed to work out, 
and for some time the price of crude rubber 
has been steadily declining. 

The explanation lies in the fact that the 
Dutch planters refused to cooperate, and 
seized upon the opportunity presented by cur- 
tailment of English exports to increase their 
acreage. Their production for the coming 
year, for instance, is estimated to be 10,000 
tons greater than during last year. The grow- 
ing opinion that substitutes for rubber will 
be discovered, and the fact that America, 
through such men as Harvey Firestone, Henry 
Ford and Thomas A, Edison, is busily at work 
laying plans to produce its own rubber have 
doubtless had their effect upon the British de- 
cision to abandon the attempt at monopoly. 

The Stevenson act has been an expensive 
experiment. Had Great Britain made no at- 
tempt to influence the price of rubber, it is 
likely that the United States would have con- 
tinued to purchase its supply abroad. Drop- 
ping the restrictions at this late date will not 
cause the United States to abandon its newly 
planted rubber fields gr its experimental work 
with rubber substitutes. The British rubber 
industry unfortunately must suffer as the re- 
sult of a blundering and uneconomic attempt 
to violate the natural laws that govern supply 
and demand.

Walter F. Loomer, vice president of 
the Meter Service Corporation, which 
is trying to make arrangements to op- 
erate in Washington as it does in New 
as agent for owners of apart-

STRICT RULES URGED 
FOR CAPITAL SCHOOLS 


Vote on Southwest Market 
Site Is Postponed at 
King’s Request. 


Two local bills were passed by the 


Senate and sent to the House yesterday, 
one to abolish “diploma mills’ here and 
the other providing a new method 
for auctioning off tax-laden property. 

A vote on the Southwest market site 
was postponed at the request of Sena- 
tor King (Democrat). of Utah. 


The diploma mill bill is designed to 
put an end to the operations of un- 
scrupulous individuals who make a 
business of selling fraudulent diplomas 
and degrees. At the hearings on the 
bill, 1t was testified that Washington 
was a paradise for such individuals, 
there being no law to regulate them. 

Under terms of the bill no institu- 
tion could confer degrees unless it was 
approved by the Board of Education. 
It lists certain qualifications that must 
be possessed by degree-conferring in- 
stitutions and prescribes penalties for 
violation of the act. 

The other bill, introduced by Senator 
Phipps (Republican), of Colorado, pro- 
vides for the sale of tax-laden property 
by the District Commissioners after 
two years. 


Rezulations Would Be Strict. 


Under the existing law if no private 
bidder at a tax sale bids enough to 
cover accrued taxes, penalties and 
costs, then the collector of taxes is re- 
quired to buy the property, in the 
name of the District of Columbia. If 
redemption is not made within two 
years the Commissioners are required 
to sell the property at public or pri- 
vate sale. 


Questionable Value of Deed. 


However, because of the questionable 
value of the deed issuing from the Dis- 
trict in such cases, there are in many 
instances no buyers, and the result is 
that taxes continue to accumulate in- 
definitely year after year. 

The Phipps bill, it is believed, 
give the deeds in such cases greater 
value and would result in quicker 
purchase of property held by the Dis- 
trict for nonpayment of taxes. 

The bill provides that if more than 
two years have elapsed since the Dis- 
tric€-bid in property for nonpayment 
of taxes the District Commissioners 
may apply to the District Supreme 
Court for an order permittingthem to 
auction off the property. 7 pro- 
ceeds of the sale would be uséd to 
wipe out the taxes, penalties and costs 
of advertising, and what was left, if 
any, woulé 80 to the persons entitled 
to receive it. On confirmation of the 
sale the court would order that a deed 
be conveyed to the new purchaser, giv- 
ing him. an unclouded title to the
